Turn out 
onto glass dessert plates and pour 
over each a few tablespoonsfu! of 
chilled canned red raspberries, 
blackberries or sliced peaches, or 
fresh fruit. Makes six servings. 
To Preserve Delicate Taste 
Any fruit served with this re¬ 
cipe slightly disguises the delicate 
pineapple flavor, though the com¬ 
bination of fruit flavors Is deli¬ 
cious. Howover. if u strictly pino- 
upplo flavor Is desired, omit tho 
fruit uuil garnish with whipped 
cream to which macaroon crumbs 
have been added. Or u spoonful 
of macaroon crumbs may be 
placed th each mold before tilling 
with thi^ mixture.

Birds should be given good feeding, 
a clean range, plenty of clean fresh 
water, nnd n clean comfortable house 
or shelter. 

By keeping the birds healthy and 
getting them to put on ns much fat j 
and body weight as they can, they 
can he brought Into lay with u reserve j 
of flesh and energy to meet the de- 
mauds of the laying season. 

Sexual maturity should be delayed 
In order to give the birds a clmuce to 
put on weight before starting to lay. 
Do not give early hatched pullets a 
feed high In protein. Avoid moldy 
or chart}' feeds, or such material as 
corn ground with the cobs. 

If the birds full to grow well, ex 
amine them for Internal and external 
parasites. If mites or lice are found, 
clean the roosting quarters and treat i 
the birds at once. For round worms 
or tapeworms, give the pullets a re 
liable worm treatment.

Two Meanings to Word 

Alcohol, Writer Says 

The word alcohol has two meanings i 
It may refer to the \ j,i 

liquid that Is the e--nti.il cm- ituent I 
of certain beverages, l r i the or 
ganlc chemist's viewpoint -ay. Thomas 
M. Beck lit the Chicago Tr Mine. It re 
fers to a whole class of compound* 
which consist of a string of carbon 
ntotns, attached to which are ii number 
of hydrogen atoms, and In addition an 
Oil (oxygen und hydrogen) group. 

The simplest of these alcohols Is that 
containing one carbon atom, known as 
methyl or wool alcohol. That contain- 
1 lot two carbon atoms is ethyl or drink¬ 
ing alcohol, a commonly known one, 
j sBH higher In the series, Is amyl alco¬ 
hol, or fusel nil, which Is used ns n 
solvent 'The lower of the alcohols art: 
volatile, pungent liquid* that are solu¬ 
ble In water. Higher ones are oils, und 
still higher ones are waxy solids. 

Until recently these last have been 
laboratory curl*.sides. On the other 
hand, fait.- n -istlng of similar 

long chains of carbon atoms, hut with 
a COOII group Instead of an OH at 
the end, are quin* common ns the chief 
components of all animal or vegetable 
fats. During the last few* years there 
has been developed in Germany a com¬ 
mercial method of changing tho COOH 
Into a CH.OII group, thereby convert¬ 
ing the fatty acid Into n solid alcohol. j 
These alcohols by themselves may 
he used for many of tho purposes that 
other waxes are. Although they are 
Insoluble, they possess n grenter af¬ 
finity for water, because of their nlco- 
hollc nature, than do most other waxes. 
For this reason they are readily emulsi¬ 
fied with water.

Distress Signal at Sea 

at One Time Was C. Q. D. 

The llrst use of the wireless nt sea 
un a sinking ship to snve life was made 
J>y Jack Hlnns, wireless operator on 
the Republic, which was rammed by 
the Florldn on January 2fl, 100P, in the 
north Atlantic, off Nantucket. The dls 
tress slgnnl at that time was not S. O. 
K. but C. Q. T>. (Come quick danger). 
The code K. O. S. was adopted by the 
International radio conference In Juno, 
1012, because of Its simplicity. The 
distress signals sent out by Blnns were 
received by the Bnltlc, which raced to 
the rescue, removing pnssengers from 
the overloaded Florida. No life was 
lost In the transfer of passengers and 
crew from the Republic to the Florldn 
and from the Florldn to the Baltic. 

According to "Famous First Facts," 
the first radio S. O. S. was transmitted 
by the Arapahoe on August 11, 1009, 
when disabled off Cape Hntterns, both 
this and the C. Q. D. signal being sent 
out.
